This statement of facts is made in support of the attached declaration in which one of the 
inventors has refused to sign. The facts of the refusal to sign are as follows: 

The nonsigning inventor, JEFFREY A. SHIMIZU, a non-Delphi employee, was first 
notified of a joint patent application being prepared on his behalf on December 19, 2000. 

The patent application together with the formal papers (Declaration) were mailed to 
JEFFREY A. SHIMIZU on May 20, 2001 by Kathleen Finney, assistant to attorney Kathryn Marra. Mr. 
Shimizu verbally confirmed receipt of the application together with the formal papers (declaration) during 
a phone conversation on Wednesday, July 11, 2001 with Kathleen Finney. During this same phone 
conversation on July 11, 2001 Mr. Shimizu expressed concern about signing the Declaration. His 
concern was based on the reason that at the time the invention was conceived he was under contract to 
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JIT Automation, Inc. but is currently an employee of Konan Tokushu Sangyo Co. Ltd. Mr. Shimizu 
indicated that he wanted to get approval from Konan Tokushu Sangyo Co. Ltd. before he executed the 
Declaration. In a follow up telephone call by Kathleen Finney on Friday, July 13, 2001 Mr. Shimizu 
indicated that he had consulted with his supervisor at Konan Tokushu Sangyo Co. Ltd. and they had 
advised him not to execute any papers in connection with this application. He also indicated that he 
wanted his name removed as an inventor on the application. 



Monday, July 16, 2001. Kathryn Marra confirmed with Mr. Shimizu that he was a contributing inventor 
and explained that he needed to remain on the application as a listed inventor and could not be removed. 
Mr. Shimizu confirmed the facts above expressed to Kathleen Finney and indicated that he still could not 
sign the declaration at this time due to the confusion and/or dispute between his current and former 
employers. Kathryn Marra explained that the Patent Office would be contacting him again for signing of 
the papers and/or he should contact her if and when he is able to sign the declaration. 



In a follow-up conversation, Kathryn Marra spoke with Mr. Shimizu on the telephone on 
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
